Sne is In 
Cincinnatl and was there when her case 
Was cailed fur trial In the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. She was arrested in Cin- 


weet oy and was held for the St. Louls au- 
Lrorities. 
Her imidsman notified the poree that he 
il mot bring her back to Louis, and 
ithe local police wired the Cincinnat! author- 
ilies tv release the woman. Her bond was 
declared forfeited. The sum of the bond, 
fu, has not been pald into the public 
treasury, nor has any one of a number of 
bonds which have been deciared for- 
ay} been pald. 

The loss wuman’'s case Is flagrant. The 
warrant was sworn out by an employe of a 
| G@owniown store, who testified that he saw 
her take a cutgk iss berry bowl and pieces 
of silk and put them into a bag, which she 
earried under a cape. This employe fol- 
lowed her out of the store and caused her 
arrest at Seventh and Locust sireets. 

She had the berry bowl and the silk in 
her Dag when she was searched at the Four 
Court The property was identified by 
represe ‘ntatives of the department — store. 
The woman sald she had bough: the arti- 
cles, but she had no sale bill, and there 
was no record of the sale at the store. The 
value of the property classified the alleged 
offense as petty larceny. A warrant was 
issued by the Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney on the statements of the empboyes. 

Toe woman was photographe| and meas. 
ured by the Bertillon system and set down 
in police records as a professional shop- 
lifter. Soon after ber arratgnmen:, when 
her bond was set at $3. C. Harry Archer, a 
former jail guard, came foward and gave 
bomi for her. That was the last of Mabel 
Ross tin St. Louis.
